Underground Nuclear Blast Today

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HOLDING THE SPEED LINE 
It is familiar axiom that there is nothing so per­ 
manent as a “ tem porary” tax. And there is equal per­ 
manency in a “tem porary” or "em ergency” usurpation 
of state powers by the Federal government. 


The United States Senate has now passed, without a 
dissenting vote, an act to make permanent the 55-mph 
nation-wide speed limit enacted last winter as a measure 
to conserve motor fuel. The measure was viewed at the 
time as an emergency step, to help get the nation through 
the worst of the fuel crisis then a center of attention, and it 
expires next June 30. 


It should be allowed to expire. 


This is not to say that we are prepared to advocate a 
return to the former speed limits which topped at 70 mph 
in Indiana and 75 mph in some other states. 


On the contrary we think it is obvious that the lower 
speed limit has brought about a rem arkable reduction in 
highway fatalities and injuries, and that very careful 
weight should be given to that fact in any consideration of 
reverting to higher speed limits. 


What we do say is that highway speed control has 
traditionally been a m atter of state jurisdiction and it 
should continue to be. There are wide variations among 
the states in highway situations, and the states should, as 
in the past, set speed limits approprite to their individual 
situations. 


The states do the enforcing of speed limits, anyway, 
and they should have discretion as to what to try to en­ 
force. 


If as next June 30 approaches it should appear that 
there is again a severe national fuel shortage, it might 
then be appropriate to consider the need to extend, the 55 
mph limit. Otherwise Congress should withdraw from 
speed-control scene. 


That means not only allowing the 55 mph law to expire 
but also repealing the older law which specifies that the 
maximum speed, limit on most Interstates be not less than 
70 mph. That, too, should be left to the discretion of the 
states.

Wheat Production 
Good management practices 
this fall can increase profits 
next summer when wheat is 
harvested. Some pointers to 
follow' are: (1) Do not plant 
wheat before the fly free date. 
In Rush County the normal fly 
free date is considered, to be 
October 1. Although most of the 
newer varieties are resistant to 
the Race B. Hessian fly, one 
variety (Arthur) is susceptible 
to Race B Varieties such as 
Arthur 71, Abe and Oasis a 
resistant to Race B 


The main reasons for not 
planting before the fly free date 
are two diseases: Take-all and 
Scab. Take-a 11 is a new virus 
which tends to invade early 
sown wheat, wheat planted after 
wheat that is lacking nitrogen.

need for high rates of nitrogen,

L et’s look at plant food 
rem oval for wheat-soybean 
double-crop program s. Sixty 
bushels of wheat (grain only)

double-crop 
(soybeans) at 25 bushels per 
acre (grain only) will remove 20 
lbs. of phosphorus and 35 lbs. of 
potash This would be a total 
removal of plant food from the 
grain

(wheat 
and 
soybeans) totalling 56 lbs. of 
phosphorus and 59 tbs. of 
potash The above requirement 
for plant food must be met 
either from the existing soil 
fertility or by the addition of 
plant food to the soil. 


For top yields of wheat next 
summer consider the above 
factors in your management 
program this fall.

But the federal government has 
decided that Camp Atterbury and 
Fort Benjamin Harrison, near Indi­ 
anapolis, will be the major process­ 
ing c e n te rs under the program. 
They cite the central location and 
the fact that Fort Harrison is a 
m ajor adm inistrative c e n te r as 
re a s o n s for the d ecisio n s. It's 
to u g h to q u a r r e l w ith th o s e 
reasons. 
Clemency for deserters is a con­ 
troversial issue. Many questions 
&ÑMI be.raised. We have voiced con­ 
c e rn s ^ bout hop the operation will 
be carried out and several meet­ 
ings with the Department of Army 
'Officials charged to operate the 
center already have taken place. 
My staff and I are involved per­ 
sonally in those sessions.

It is the 
determination of both the Army and 
state officials who may be involved 
that this operation will be carried

manner possible. 
We vj^oUld prefer to complete the 
processing* as quickly and pain­ 
lessly asQpcfSsible. The Army per­ 
sonnel whQ will run the centers are 
professional!. { have confidence in 
their 9 
y etad o a good job. The 
Indianáyjtetrf^olice and a few of­ 
ficials of tn e Indiana N ational 
Guard will have secondary' roles. I 
have confidence in them,'as well. 
Our primary concern, it ¿teems to 
me, is to prevent this controversial 
subject from needlessly dividing 
Hoosiers — or from damaging the 
military or the State Police — just 
beoause the physical presence of 
the processing centers happens to 
be in Indiana. It would be unfortu­ 
nate if the people of Indiana let 
themselves become "pawns" in the 
clemency debate if certain people 
or groups try to exploit emotions 
h eightened by the fact that the 
centers will be in Indiana.

Tax Revision Bill Faces 
Much Opposition In House 


By DON PHILLIPS 
WASHINGTON <UPI> - A 
comprehensive tax revision bill 
is nearing final House Ways 
and 
Means 
Committee 
ap­ 
proval, but faces such intense 
opposition that it may never 
reach the House floor. 
The bill, pushed by congres­ 
sional Democratic leaders, 
would give some tax relief to 
low and middle income taxpay­ 
ers and would crack down on 
oil tax loopholes. But it also 
would give new capital gains 
tax breaks to investors and 
contains numerous tax advan­ 
tages for special interests. 
Committee 
staff 
members 
said the bill would raise about 
as much tax revenue as it 
loses, perhaps gaining a rela­ 
tively small $100 million to $500 
million. 
The tax-writing committee 
made its final major decisions 
Tuesday and is expected to 
mop up the remaining issues 
today 
The measure is likely 
to 
emerge with a badly split vote. 
Negative votes will come from 
both oil state members who 


m 


wish 
to 
preserve 
the 
oil 
depletion allowance and liberals 
who feel the bill would open 
new loopholes. 
The House Rules Committee 
may delay the bill until it is too 
late to pass before the mid- 
October election recess. If that 
happens, the bill would not 
reach the Senate until 
late 
November or December, where 
it 
would 
stand 
almost 
no 
chance of passage. 
It also could refuse to give 
the bill a "closed" rule. The 
closed rule would bar any floor 
amendments, and Ways and 
Means Chairman Wilbur Mills 
says the rule is essential to 
consideration of a tax bill. 
P.ules Committee Chairman 
Ray Madden, D-Ind., who has 
been critical of Mills’ handling 
of tax legislation, hinted Tues­ 
day that his committee may 
move slowly. 
“It took him (Mills) eight 
months to put together a tax 
bill, and the Rules Committee 
can’t consider it in a week,” 
Madden said 
Normally the Rules Commit­ 
tee spends only a day or two 
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deciding how and whether an^ 
particular bill will be debatety 
Among its last decisions, me 
committee reversed itself for 
the third time and decidxl to 
prevent 
a 
developer 
from 
deducting from non-real estate 
income the local 
taxes and 
interest he pays on a building 
under construction, which is 
earning no income from which 
he normally could deduct these 
expenses —a major tax break 
for the industry. 
The committee also refused 
to exempt from taxation the

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Ford Takes Up Battle 
Against Violent Crime

President Ford said today that 
as part of an intensified fight 
against rising violent crim es 
and the habitual crim inal he 
was establishing a program to 
work with states to keep track 
of professional crim inals. 


In a prepared address before 
the 81st annual convention of 
the International Association of 
P o lice C hiefs, Ford said all 
Americans can agree on the 
sam e conclusion about crim e: 


“There is far too much of it, 
it can no longer be ignored, it 
can be no longer be rationalized 
aw ay.” 


“'The tim e has com e1 to a ct,” 
Ford said, making it clear he 
b elie v es 
cr im e 
fightin g 
is 
chiefly the responsibility of the 
state and 
local 
governm ents 
and 
the 
federal 
role 
is 
‘‘essentially supportive..’’ 


As 
part 
of 
the 
cam paign 
against crim e, Ford said he 
had directed the Justice D e­ 
partment 
to 
undertake, 
in 
cooperation with state and local 
governm ents, a Career Crimi­ 
nal Impact Program that will 
target 
and 
keep 
track 
of 
professional crim inals. 


“This 
program 
will 
also 
assign 
prior ty 
to 
cases 
of 
habitual crim inals and expedite 
the process by which they are 
brought to justice,” he said. 


Ford also stressed the need 
for help on the part of the 
public 
and 
“greater 
citizen 
cooperation, 
particually 
as 
ready and willing w itnesses.” 


Ford’s appearance before the 
convention followed M onday’s 
speech 
by 
Attorney 
General 
William 
B 
Saxbe 
who 
also 
stressed that local law enforce­ 
ment officers must concentrate 
on speedy trials for the habitual 
crim inal. 
Ford 
had 
another 
busy day scheduled including 
an 
afternoon 
m eeting 
with 
British Foreign Minister Jam es 
Callaghan. 


In a speech that touched on 
many 
aspects 
of 
the 
fight 
against crim e, Ford also talked 
about: 


—Putting a high priority on 
com batting violent crim es and 
street crim es in the inner city. 
“There is where crim e does the 
most 
dam age 
to our 
whole 
urban structure. There is where1 
crim e most hurts the poor who 
already suffer enough.” 


—Putting the habitual crim i­ 
nal behind bars. “We must take 


the crim inal out of circulation. 
We must make' crim e hazard­ 
ous and costly. We must insure 
that 
swift 
and 
prolonged 
imprisonment 
will 
inevitably 
follow each offense. Only then 
will 
we 
deter 
others 
from 
pursing careers of crim e." 
Congress 
making 
crim e 
fighting one of its “top item s.” 
He admitted there are no easy 
answers 
and 
said 
that 
he 
expects 
to 
spell 
out 
his 
proposals 
later 
to 
both 
the 
nation and Congress. 
Getting 
cooperation

the public. “Crime statistics, 
sh ock ing as they are, often 
show us only the top of the 
iceberg. Too much crim e goes 
unrepoted, a 
lot of witnesse 
never show up especially after 
the fourth or fifth continuence 
of the ca se.” He said that the 
lack of cooperation of w itnes­ 
ses, according to a study in the 
District of Columbia, was by 
far the most common reason 
for losing m ajor cases. 
Ford ended his speech by 
asking the convention to stand 
in silent tribute to District of 
Columbia officer Gail Cobb, the 
first policewomen in the United 
States killed in the line of duty.

House Votes To Halt 
Turkish Military Aid

WASHINGTON (UPI) - In 
both cases ignoring warnings 
from their leaders, the House 
has voted to halt m ilitary aid to 
Turkey, and the House Foreign 
Affairs 
Committee 
voted 
to 
lim it arm s shipm ents to South 
Korea. 
The House Tuesday rejected 
pleas by Speaker Carl Albert 
and voted 307-90 to halt m ilitary 
aid to Turkey until there is 
substantial progress in rem oval 
of Turkish troops from Cyprus. 
It rejected an am endm ent to 
cut aid to Greece. 


The House Foreign Relations 
Com m ittee, ignoring the advice 
of chairm an Thomas E. M or­ 
gan, 
D-Pa , 
recom m ended 
Tuesday that m ilitary aid to 


South Korea be lim ited to $100 
million —a $61 million cut from 
the amount the adm inistration 
asked. 
Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger said before debate 
began Tuesday that a halt in 
aid to Turkey would ham per 
efforts 
to 
get 
a 
settlem ent 
between Greece and Turkey, 
according 
to 
Rep 
George 
Mahon, D-Tex 
K issinger, Mahon said, de­ 
scribed 
the 
am endm ent 
as 
“destructive and ill advised.’’

INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) - A 
novel w ritten by a Greek jo u r­ 
nalist now visiting Indiana is so 
close to reality it nearly cost 
her life and now may change 
her future. 
M aria Zika, an Athens news- 
woman, is one of 23 foreign 
journalists participating in the 
m u lti-n atio n al foreign jo u r­ 
n alists 
p ro ject 
at 
Indiana 
University, 
headed by 
Prof. 
Floyd A rpan’ The program was 
started 25 years ago by Arpan in 
cooperation w ith th e S tate 
Departm ent. 
The group this 
year includes four women and 
19 men, several of whom work 
under so m etim es h a ra ssin g 
conditions. 
But for Mrs. Zika, a book she 
'began writing in 1968 has caused 
more changes than anything she 
has w ritten as a newspaperwo­ 
man. When “The Revelation” 
appeared 
in 
October, 
1973, 
George Papadopoulos was presi­ 
dent of G reece although a 
month later he was replaced by 
a m ilitary regim e headed by 
'Gen. Thaidon Gizikis. Grizikis 
was the im m ediate predecessor 
of the present head of the Greek 
governm ent, Constantine Cara- 
manlis, a form er prem ier before 
the 1967 m ilitary takeover, or 
junta. 
Inspired By Pressure 
“ It has nothing to do with the 
Apocalypse of the Bible,” Mrs. 
Zika explained. “ It could as well 
be titled ‘The Revolution.’ I 
was inspired to write this 'book 
under the pressure of the junta. 
It was prohibited during the 
junta occupation. It was written 
on the black list of books and 
when readers went into book­ 
stores to get m y book there 
was a policem an in civilian 
clothes.” 
"From. October, 1973, to the 
tim e Mr. C aram anlis took the 
power, the readers who were in­ 
form ed by the new spapers (about 
“The R evelation” ) found ways 
to buy it. Now the government 
has changed, they can go open­ 
ly and buy it without danger to 
be arrested .” 
Mrs. Zika is convinced that 
her authorship of the novel with 
its close parallels to the form er 
Greek governm ent prompted a 
se vere beating she received from 
police while assigned as a re ­ 
porter to cover what turned out 


It's a sim ple violation of our 
law," Rosenthal said. 
The ban was included in 'floor 
action as an am en d m en t to 
legislation providing operating 
funds for governm ent agencies 
that have not yet received 1975 
appropriations.

“ I had taken 
my daughter Christina to this 
m em orial in the First Cem etery 
of Athens. Many thousands of 
people were there and they d e­ 
m onstrated. I was on the front 
because it is my profession 
and my daughter was at another 
part of the cem etery and they 
isolated both of us and beat us. 
They used the handles of their 
pistols. What I rem em ber was 
the first pistol in my stom ach.” 
Stepped On Her 
She said others at the dem on­ 
stration later told her the po­ 
lice also stepped on her and 
used their broken clubs to jab 
at her unconscious body. “ I re ­ 
covered consciousness and I be­ 
gan to cry out and say insulting 
words against them and my 
daughter ran to that place,” 
Mrs. Zika said. “ When they try 
to take us to the hospital of the 
state, I said to the people. No 
No. No. Perhaps I shall not live. 
Perhaps I shall die. The people 
protected, m e and took m e to a, 
c a r.” 
Mrs. Zika spent two months 
in a medical clinic operated by 
Greek journalists. She is a m em ­ 
ber of the Hellenic Journalists 
Association. She said the beat­ 
ing was so severe she still has 
headaches and som etim es has 
difficulty walking. 
But she considers it fortunate 
that the Papadopoulos regim e 
“had too much to care about in 
other political affairs ” before the 
N ovem ber o u ster to bother 
about the author of a book set 
in an im aginary country. 
“ The reader understands it is 
about G reece,” she said. “There 
were contests among politicians 
and these contests led to dicta­ 
torship. The m ore they quarrel­ 
ed among them selves the m ore 
the o th e r e le m e n tsth e d ark 
people — worked against de­ 
m ocracy. I began the book with 
these quarrels among politicians 


and 1 present secret sessions ol 
the dark people who conspire 
against the politicians ” 
United Against Dieta tors 
In her hook, the people and 
politicians unite against the die 
t a tors and organize a revolution. 
"I don’t continue what might 
happen after the revolution,” 
she said. 
The book would never have 
been written, Mrs. Zika said, 
had it not been for the fact she 
picked up a copy of an English 
book called “ M arvels and Mys­ 
teries of Our Animal W orld." In 
it was an account by an Am eri­ 
can. Mrs. Zika said this Am eri­ 


can reported that in 25 years 
tim e be had cap tu red 5,000 
ra ttle sn a k e s and none e ve r 
would eat when caged

She showed the m anuscript to 
an Athirns publisher who told 
her “ I am going to puhl i sh 11 11 
is like a bible for the situation 
we have in G reece.”

SCIENCE TODAY 


By ROBERT Ml SEL 
LONDON (L’P I) 
- Thirty 
years ago, to a background of 
general scoffing, the British 
Interplanetary Society proposed 
a lunar landing spacecraft that 
looked exactly like the Apollo 
that finally made it to the 
moon. 
There is much less skepti­ 
cism around today even though 
the society is working on a 
feasibility study for a space 
feat of incomparably greater 
magnitude 
—the 
first 
un­ 
manned probe to a star beyond 
our own solar system. 
Man. may never break free on 
his own or with his machines 
across the immensities of space 
to even the nearest stars. On 
the basis of the comparatively 
primitive propulsion systems of 
today it would take tens of 
thousands of years to reach the 
goal of the study, Barnard’s 
Star, six light years away... 
(A light year is the distance 
covered by light travelling at 
186,000 
miles a 
second 
for 
year.) 
But what scientists recognize 
is that the society has offered 
one of the first serious studies 
as a focus for technical debate 
on whether and when such a 
journey will ever be possible. 
Kenneth Gatland, president of 
the society, outlined the study 
in an 
article 
in 
the 
New 
Scientist in which he said a 
group of physicists and engi­ 
neers had spent 10 months on 
it. They chose Barnard’s star 
because 
it 
may 
have 
a 
planetary 
system 
and, 
presumably, although the arti­ 
cle did not say so, some form 
of life. 


Gatland said that without a 
fundamental breakthrough in 
propulsion Project Daedalus as 
it is called (from the flying 
man 
of 
Greek 
mythology) 
would be impossible. Bui the 
study is aimed at the end of the 
century and by then it may 
conceivably 
be 
possible 
to 
envision a. practical method of 
traveling that awesome dis­ 
tance within a span of adult life 
—say, 40 years. 
This won,Id allow younger 
people 
involved 
in 
such 
a 
project to follow it through a 
working lifetime, he said. 
At, the moment the project 
directors are leaning towards 
the nuclear pulse rocket as a 
possible propulsive force. He 
said the U.S. Department of 
Defense 
spent, 
millions 
of 
dollars in the 1950s and early 
1960s on a similar idea —that 
is, 
propelling 
a 
rocket 
by 
controlled nuclear explosions 
behind it, like firecrackers tied 
to a tin can. 
Gatland said that to launch a 
500-ton payload to B arnard’s, 
star would require an engine of 
the same weight and 150,000 
tons of fuel. 
“The boost period, would last 
an 
incredible 
five 
years, 
followed by a coast period of 35 
years at nearly 17 per cent of 
the speed of light,” he said. 
At the moment the unmanned 
Daedalus vehicle or vehicles 
would not be expected to land 
on the star, or any planets 
there may be around it, but 
would fly 
past 
transmitting 
information to earth. The study 
will last another two years and 
Gatland. said it is beginning to 
attract international interest.

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Making Things With Clothespins 


W oo d en c lo th e sp in s 
h av e 
many craft uses besides their 
practical, 
intended 
use. 
Two 
clever ideas are clothespin triv­ 
ets and letter or napkin holders. 
Colors are obtained, quick and 
easy, by using dye solutions. 


Supplies: W ooden clothespins 
(trivet 
requires 
18 
flat 
type 
clothespins, holder requires 12 
spring type clothespins), liquid 
or powder Rit dye, white glue 
or all purpose cement, <*4 x 2 x 
V* -inch piece of w ood iv 
1- 
er, clear shellac or varnish. 


General directions: Remove 
m etal spring clip from the 
clothespins. 
D ecide 
on 
color 
combination, to be used and pre­ 
pare dye solutions. 
For each 
color, mix *4 cup of liquid dye 
or Vi package powder dye in 
one pint of hot tap w ater. D i­ 
vide clothespins, or clothespin 
pieces and dye an equal number 
in each dye solution, stirring 5 
to 10 minutes. For the trivet, 
done in a red and blue color 
scheme, 
six 
clothespins 
were 
left undyed for natural color 
contrast R em ove cloth esp in s 


from dye solutions and rinse in 
cool water, then let dry thor­ 
oughly on paper towels. When 
clothespin creations are th o r­ 
oughly dry, finish by coating 
with clear shellac or varnish, if 
desired. 


Trivet: Arrange clothespins in 
groups of three in the sam e 
color; place groups together to 
form rectangular shape. Glue 
sides and tips of clothespins to­ 
gether where they touch and 
press into position. Allow to 
dry flat. 


Letter or napkin holder: Dye 
the wood block a color to match 
or coordinate with clothespin 
pieces to be used. Im.me.rse the 
block into the dye solution or 
use a brush or sponge to apply 
the dye. If color appears too 
light after drying, reapply dye; 
allow to dry completely. Apply 
glue 
to side edges o f wood 
block and to bottom tip of flat 
side of clothespin pieces. Alter­ 
nating colors, press 12 clothes­ 
pin pieces onto each side of 
wood block; allow to dry thor­ 
oughly.
